‘presses had never been announc- 
ed, Cuba’s collectors are asking 
how many such’ imperforate 
sheets exist and the Cuban Phil- 
atelic Seciety has requested the 
government to reissue the stamps 
in imperforate condition in order 
that they may be made available 
to collectors generally, so that 
fabulous prices will not become 
attached to the imperforate sheets 
already in private hands. 

The situation recalls the Farley 
gift sheets in the United States in 
1935, when the Postoffice Depart- 
ment reissued certain stamps in 
imperforate condition for sale to 
collectors after James A. Farley, 
then Postmaster General, had pre- 
sented some imperforate sheets to 
President Roosevelt, Secretary of 
the Interior Ickes and others, and 
collectors protested, 

Mr. Joffo, formerly diplomatic 
and financial advisor to the King 
of Afghanistan and a_ lifelong 
stamp collector, suggested to the 
Cuban Government the issuing of 
the “For Democracy” series and 
forthcoming Anti-Fifth Columinist 
and Four Freedoms stamps, The 
“For Democracy” group, contain- 
ing five denominations, was per- 
forated in the normal way and 
placed on sale at postoffices. Sub- 
sequently the postal officials ran 
off two imperforate sheets of each 
of the five stamps. One set of five 
was given to Mr. Joffo in appre- 
ciation of the ideas he had sug- 
gested. The other set of five was 
entrusted to his care to be turned 
over to President Roosevelt as a 
gift from President Batista and 
Director of Posts Montalvo to 
symbolize their approval of Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s democratic ideas, 

White House Presentation 

Mr. Joffo made the presentation 
at the White House on Columbus 
Day, togethoer with Congressman 
Louis C. Rabaut, chairman of the 
House Appropriations Committee. 
The second set is still in Mr. Jof- 
fo’s possession. Knowledge of the 
existence of such sheets reached 
th Cuban Philatelic Society. This 
orgenization has among its mem- 
bers some of Havana’s foremost 
citizens, including several govern- 
ment officials, They take philately 
seriously ,and, according to letters 
received from Havana last week, 
they feel that the Cuban Govern- 
ment’s action in printing imper- 
forate sheets for gift purposes is 
a reflection on Cuba’s philatelic 
record. They are fearful that some 
of the imperforate sheets may 
eventually reach the hands of 
speculators, as happened with 
some of the Farley gift sheets, and 
so create artificial prices. 

In response to an inquiry, Mr. 
Joffo -said in New York last 
Thursday that he intends to do- 
nate, either to President Roose- 
velt’s collection or to a museum, 
his entire collection, including the 
five imperforate sheets given to 
him in Cuba. 

Mr. Farley has time and again 
publicly explained, with regard to 
his gift sheets, that he had them 
run off entirely innocently, not 
expecting the protests, some of 
which resounded in Congress. One

30, 1889. Inspector Brennen de- 
livers it to a lonely teacher, Miss 
Helen Allen (Mary Servosa). Miss 
Allen, having kept a girl after 
school, is hearing the thwarted 
youth rave, “You’re just a sour old 
maid. Just because you’ve never 
had any fun or romance, you 
can’t stand to see others enjoy 
themselves!” 

The letter interrupts the out- 
burst. The teacher opens it sadly, 
then breaks into sobs as she reads 
its contents. Leaning over her 
shoulder, the pupil sees a note 
from Miss Allen’s girlhood sweet- 
heart, discussing plans for their 
marriage—plans doomed by the 
crashing waters of the Johnstown 
flood.

In order to secure a per- 
mit, it is first necessary to write 
to the Office of Censorship, Phil- 
atelic Control Unit, New York, N. 
y. requesting that the necessary 
application blanks be sent to you. 
This request can be sent on a 

tal card, and under any cir- 
cumstances do not send return 
postage as this.is unnecessary. 

You will immediately be sent 
an application for permit to dis- 
patch postage stamps or other 
phftatelic material to points out- 
side of the United Staes (with the 
exception of territory occupied or 
controlled by the military, naval 
or police forces of the enemy). 

In this application, you are re- 
quired to estimate the average 
number of shipments that you ex- 
pect to make per month; the type 
of philatelic material to be ex- 
ported; the principal countries to 
which shipments will be made; 
and the names and addresses of 
principal agents or correspondents 
abroad, 

In addition to this, you will be 
required to sign a_ declaration 
stating that no person except 
yourself or a person for whose 
loyalty and integrity you can 
youch will be employed in packing 
or addressing or dispatching ship- 
ments under the permit; that you 
will not accept for mailing pack- 
ages already made up for ship- 
ment from anyone not in posses- 
sion of a permit; and in other 
ways that you will guard against 
the shipping of any material 
which may be of assistance to the 

’ enemy, On this same blank you 
are required to enter the names 
and addresses, persent nationality, 
date of naturalization, the years 
in the United States and the age 
of every member of the firm and 
also a compiete list of employees 
or associates who are of enemy 
alien nationality. 

Further, you will be required to 
supply signature specimens of 
every one in your organization 
who is authorized to sign philate- 
lic export certificates. 

Upon receipt of these blanks 
properly executed, the Philatelic 
Control Unit will consider the 
question of granting you the nec- 
essary permit. This permit be- 
comes operative immediately upon 
issuance after you have complied 
with the foregoing provisions and 
under it shipments can be made 
for six months unless previously 
cancelled. 

Instructions are issued to hold- 
ers of permits for the dispatch of 
philatelic material and the provi- 
sions are, briefly, as follows: 

The permit does not authorize 
the dispatch of philatelic material 
to enemy territory or territory 
barred by censorship regulations; 
the pemit does not preclude the 
hecessity of obtaining licenses 
when required by other depart- 

» Ments; the shipments must be 
Properly packed, in accordance 
with. postal requirements, and 
each package must contain the 
Censorship permit number which 
has been issued to you. In addition 
to this, a Philatelic Export Certi- 
ficate setting forth the contents of 
each shipment and the estimated 
Value thereof must be prepared 
duplicate. One is sent to the Phil- 
atelic Control Unit in New York 
when shipment goes forward and 
the other is enclosed with the 
shipment. A special blank is pro- 
Vided for those desiring it, al-

A Philatelic Advisory Commit- 
tee has been appointed to assist 
the Philatelic Control Unit in solv- 
ing problems that may develop. 
This committee consists of the 
following members: Sidney F. 
Barrett, past president of the 
American Stamp Dealers Associa- 
tion; Emil Bruechig, president of 
the American Stamp Dealers As- 
sociation; Hugh M. Clark, publish- 
es of the Standard Postage Stamp 
Catalogue, and H. L. Lindquist, 
chairman of the National Federa- 
tion of Stamp Clubs and publisher 
of STAMPS. 

The Office of Censorship also 
has in its employ a number of 
competent philatelists who will 
see to it that all philatelic mail is

It is very gratifying that our 
government agencies have recog- 
nized the importance of philately 
by setting up this permit system, 
for otherwise the importation and 
exportation of stamps would pro- 
bably have been discontinued en- 
tirely for the duration.

New York, October 29—The 
famous Grand Prix ‘Lee’ col- 
lection of the stamps of Uruguay 
which was sold by H. R. Harmer 
in .East 57th Street Monday and 
Tuesday realized the unexpectedly 
high sum of $30,800. This is an 
auction record for the stamps of 
one South American country only. 
A superb block of 4 of the first 
issue 80 centavos realized $2,000 
and the famous “Ferrer” block of

the Green collections. 2 

We too have noted this great lack of publicity both in the news- 
papers of America as well as in the philatelic press. With a figure so 
colorful as the Son of the famous Hetty Green, a good newspaper 
publicity man would have had feature stories in the magazine sec- 
tions of newspapers in all parts of the country. 

A matter of $5000 to $10,000 spent in publicity would have been 
returned several fold in increased prices and in creation of new 
buyers of the Green stamps. Perhaps the sale has been handled 
wrong. Splitting it up has been done may make each dealer handing 
some of the “crumbs” feel, “well, why should I spend money to ex- 

loit the stamps for other auction houses?” Certainly a definite take 
Bom each sale should have been set aside for general publicity, else 
the entire sale in the hands of one house could have been publicized 
to the fullest extent. : 

We can quite agree with Mr. Thorpe in his general remarks, 
but our complaint is a bit different, for prior to any of the sales, 
at the time when the only publicity we saw about the stamps was 
in a single eastern stamp paper, we did address a letter to Mr, 
Scott asking that information and publicity be given our paper for 
publication and not even a reply came to that letter. 

New York Auction Dealers or New York Stamp Dealers or New 
York Stamp Collectors who take the attitude that New York is the 
only place in which they need to put publicity are making a very 
serious mistake, ’Tis true, we saw many items in one paper, but 
does anyone expect that any self respecting publisher is going to 
copy matter of this nature after it has once been printed in the 
philatelic press. It is high time that those who have publicity to 
issue learn the ethics of the publshing business and give the Phil- 
atelic Press an even break. 

No great stamp collector of recent years has ever had the back- 
ground for publicity that is offered by Colonel Green. Surely the 
stamp trade is losing a most wonderful opportunity to interest mil- 
lions of American newspaper readers in this hobby we call stamp 
collectng. A flat assessment of 1% of the sale total on each of the 
auctions, for general publicity purposes, with pictures, news re- 
leases etc. would come back to the Estate quickly in increased prices 
and purchases by new recruits.

Philately Is Growing In 
Importance, Says Byrnes 
In The Hartford Courant 


There are ever multiplying in- 
dications that phiately is grow- 
ing in importance and that it is 
being more widely recognized 
among the population in general. 
Whereas, even a few years ago, it 
was not uncommon to meet peo- 
ple who had never heard of stamp 
collecting as an adult hobby, 
there are few today who do not 
realize that many hard headed 
business men, professional men, 
and political and social leaders are 
philatelists and therefore there 
must be something to it besides 
child’s play. Collectors are them- 
selves responsible for this 
recognition of philately. They have 
braved the laughter of the non- 
appreciative in order to bring the 
hobby to the fore in the various 
avenues of publicity, and through 
incessant appeals to government 
heads to give it the blessing of 
their approval by publicity co- 
operating with collectors. During 
the past few years government 
cooperation with collectors has 
been considerably stepped up and 
while collectors’ requests and in- 
quiries are still in the “nuisance” 
class with some officials this atti- 
tude is being fast replaced with 
one of complete cooperation. This 
is true of many other governments 
besides our own, and, while in 
times like these certain of collec- 
tors’ interests must be sacrificed 
in the interest of national defense 
(such as importation and expor- 
tation restrictions), in general the 
collectors’s chances of being heard 
are today greater than at any 
time in the past.

done politics in the stamp society 
that would like to speak out for 
the several hundred stamp collec- 
tors of the United States. (Note, 
there is“a difference of opinion 
as to the totals as between the 
former Postmaster General’s pub- 
licity and knowledge had by 
folks in and about the field). 

The careful—or even casual— 
reading of the Convention Min- 
utes, as printed, should convince 
you that obviously al] the con- 
vention had on its mind was the 
politics in the Society. The fact 
than one man, not a habitual con- 
vention-goer, a bona-fide ama- 
teur collector, spoke freely on the 
subject of ‘“too-much-politics” 
Says something to other habitua] 
non-convention-attending - mem- 
bers. It is important to notice the 
lack of rebuttal, to the members’ 
accusations of the over-stressing 
of politics. 

The member was—politely ig- 
nored, snubbed carefully by the 
Cleveland crowd. Another mem- 
ber “arose to speak” (several 
times) in the style of the “mem- 
bership application blank” deem- 
ing it unfair to a dealer appli- 
cant. It seems the Membership 
Committee (in this society the 
Board of Vice Presidents) aims 
to carefully check on dealer ap- 
plicants. The Convention was, 
somehow, not up to its mettle in 
this debate, on a thing of vital im- 
portance to the members, IF THE 
Socitey is ever to attain the 
hoped-for spokesmanship for 
American Philately. Anyway, why 
should ANY dealer object to “fil- 
ing a report” in applying for 
membership? The same_ should 
apply to collector members. 
There has been, in the past, too 
much stress paid on THE TOTAL 
NUMBER OF NAMES, 

New members are lost, not so 
much because the Society is not 
promoting philately” with its 
$100,000. fund, but because ap- 
plication blanks are foisted on 
immature collectors, or juniors 
(in point of hobby development). 
These collectors are not apprecia- 
tive of the Society’s effort (in 
constitution and by laws, at least). 
Some “new members” drop out 
because of lack of interest in 
anything beyond the _ current 
stamps, as issued, plus First Day 
or First Flight Covers. The facts 


5/are clear there are many persons 


who collect “the new stamps,” 
plus those of a few years back, 
plus the covers noted. When these 
join the Society they find the 
Brookman stories on 10 cent 1847s 
just so much space wasted, and 
“historical stories’-—bosh, say 
they; as do even some*of us who 
like this sort of thing in a stamp 
paper, However, if the official 
organ is not quite satisfactory to 
all, why cavil at’ that? Every ed- 
itor knows he dare NOT attempt 
to please every reader! 

By the way, you comment on 
the One Hundred thousand dol- 
lars in hand, and maybe you can 
inform your readers when and 
how the Society acquired War 
Bonds? 

There really is “nothing much 
wrong” with the Society that a 
little common sense OPERATION 
will not cure. Compel the Cleve- 
land Crowd to step out of the 
picture. Induce every “old” of- 
ficer to refuse the current nom- 
inatign and start the ball roll- 
ing again. But, can you really 
expect some _ practical-minded 
man to assume the job? It is un- 
likely. Most members are not

society affiliations, That may be 
their correct attitude. I find no 
fault with that. Most hobbyists go 
about their business, not even 
reading the Linn Editorials, or 
waxing enthusiastic over other 
philatelic polemics. (There is no 
need to mention Prescott Thorp, 
Stephen G. Rich, the Dr. Green 
of Mekeels, Rev. Ragatz, etc., or 
IS IT NECESSARY?) (Some of 
us think they are, in the main, 
WORDY  £NON-ESSENTIALS, 


34|some of the time.) 


To get the members attention 
in the operation of the Society— 
that IS the question. It can not 
come through the monthly offic- 
ial organ; it can not come through 
letters by officials, or through 
public comment in Linn’s Week- 
ly. If the stamp collector en masse 
on the roster, is not political- 
minded that fact must be recog- 
nized and the LEADERS should

lean backwards in “running the 


society.” Creating and continuing 
the Cleveland Crowd is not the 
correct policy. Few of the side- 
liners who observe, without pub- 
lic comment, have any violent 
dislike for any individual in the 
Cleveland Crowd. 

The point is the Clevland 
Crowd have been picking and un- 
picking all the officers for over 
24 years. Their results: Member- 
ship of almost 5,000 and a bank- 
roll of considerable proportions. 

Why not “go to town” with this 
membership and ITS money? 
Why not issue more handbooks— 
why not create an A. P. S. Book 
Shelf? Print up booklets on “all 
sorts of stamp subjects’”—just like 
publishers in other fields? Offer 
these to members AT COST—and 
create interest in stamps among 
the members on the roster, Cover 
every phase of pilately, and that 
means the very last First Day 
or First Flight, as well as the 
intricacies of the paper-making 
for the American Bank Note 
stamp papers. (Keep the official 
organ as a society bulletin.) 

First, let’s hope every candi- 
date NOW NOMINATED with- 
draws. Next, let’s see to it that 
the practical thought of the So- 
ciety is towards Philatelic Pro- 
motion NOT CONSERVING OF- 
FICES NOW HELD. 

And, above al—WHAT ABOUT 
WAR SAVINGS BONDS? If the 
Board has been lax here, if it 
has forgotten this obligation to 
its membership AND THE UNIT- 
ED STATES, something should 
be done at once. The Board can 
buy up to at least 25 per cent of 
its cash holdings AT ONCE, and 
ask the NEXT CONVENTION TO 
RATIFY its action. Or, if the 
Board prefers to buy now, IN 
THE NAME of the Society out of 
a pool to be formed by members, 
no doubt this CAN BE DONE. It 
is to _be supposed these Bonds 
will, in due time, be acquired 
BY THE SOCIETY FUNDS. 

Plus this—a central headquart- 
ers, for all activities could be 
devised if the politicians will for- 
get their personal desires to hold 
and to creaté officers.

With reference to the article 
of Mary Krakora_ regarding 
“United States Stamp On Cover 
From Australia” appearing on 
page 3 of your last weeks issue, 
I have five covers bearing U. S. 
stamps mailed in foreign coun- 
tries which were brought about 
at follows: 

During 1940 an accounting firm 
sent verifications of a _ client’s 
customer accounts located in for- 
eign countries accompanied by 
self addressed return _ envelopes 
bearing five cent "J. S. President- 
ial stamps. Two of the envelopes 
came back with the U. S. stamps 
cancelled respectively by a post- 
mark from Johannesburg So. Af- 
rica and a postmark from some 
where in Holland with no other 
stamps attached. Another return- 
ed with the U. S. stamp uncan- 
celled with two blue Greek 
stamps attached and cancelled by 
a postmark not decipherable. The 
fourth one returned from Cairo, 
Egypt with a 20 mille Egyptian 
stamp along side of the U. S. 
stamp and both cancelled. 

In addition to the above, dur- 
ing 1941, a return envelope bear- 
ing two and three cent U. S. 
Presidential stamps came back 
cancelled by the famous Canad- 
ian Code V. . . .— cancellation 
and bearing the postmark of 
Montreal P. Q. dated Dec. 6, 
1941.

Onder this heading there will appear 
a weekly bulletin of philatelic news, 
solely written by or authorized by the 
Board of Governors. The Phalanx ts 
composed o 8s of all the leading 
clubs, friendly to all, and does not 
admit controversial matters of any kind. 














Quite a number have written 
in to enquire if we have had any 
cachets or special day covers this 
year. There has been only one 
such issued officially by the Pi- 
oneer Philatelic Phalanx, and 
that was a very small issue of one 
hundred covers. When the Texas 
Philatelic Association decided 
not to have any official covers 
or cachets for their 1942 Annual 
Phalanx Board decided to issue 
one hundred first day covers. 
These were done in five colors, 
black, blue, red, green and brown. 
These official covers depicted the 
Hotel where the convention and 
exhibition were held, the “P, P. 
P” cachet and date of issue, June 
5, 1942. Upon each cover was de- 
picted the five-pointed Texas 
star, the large Star (Known as 
Batels #18, used first in the New 
York P. O. in 1835-39 for the 
British Overseas letter canceling. 
These one hundred joint cachets 
and first day covers were offi- 
cially numbered No. 1 to 100, and 
signed by our Field Commander 
and distributed gratis to all cover 
collectors who applied for same 
without charge. These covers were 
back-stamped at the Special Ho- 
tel P. O. wicket—showing a clock 
postai date cancelation with hour 
and date of posting. 

The Official Tourists Societies 
Assn., Incorpd Guide a printed 
Bulletin signed by Col. John A. 
Hooper, Sr., President and Dir- 
Genl. of the Joint Tourists body, 
which announced the U. S. Gcevt., 
order cancelling of all large out- 
door events, prohibited by Fed- 
eral Govt. authority, and the de- 
cision to support all efforts made 
for complete “VICTORY.” Over 
fourteen hundred of the Pioneer 
Phalanx are annual _ tourists— 
members of the National Tour- 
ists body, which accounts for the 
annual assembiles made by the 
body in all previous years. Mil- 
waukee ‘and St, Louis will see 
big attendances next year by our 
elderly membership, who are 
above draft age. 

The extraordinary increase in 
the ranks of the Phalanx during 
1942 was a great surprise to our 
Board of Governors, as it was 
supposed the war would catise a 
“slump” in Philately. On the 
contrary, the ‘50 and over” ele- 
ment turned out in greater num- 
bers than ever before.

tive stamp. Turned upside down 
it looks about as much like an 
elevated train, as was said at the 
time. Now it could almost be said 
to portray one of the new stream. 
line trains, when viewed in the 
same manner. 

The 2c—Lock and Dam—ap- 
peared on October 19, 1929, flat 
plate, perf. 11, no wmk., in car- 
mine rose, carmine, bright car- 
mine and lake, with no known 
minor varieties except an unim- 
portant one on 90-LR of plate 
20005. The engraving is_ taken 
from a photograph of Lock No. 5 
on the Monongahela River. 

32,680,900 of the stamps were 
isued, from plates 19838, 19839, 
19840, 19841 and 20005. It is inter- 
esting to note that plate 20005 was 
prepared especially to print 
stamps for sale to collectors at the 
Agency, but to the relief of phil- 
ately in general a careful check- 
ing of the plate showed but the 
one variety mentioned above. 

First day covers, dated. October 
19th, are from Cairo, Ill., Cincin- 
nati, O., Evansville, Ind., Home- 
stead, Pa., Louisville Ky., Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and Wheeling W. Va., 
a scattering that kept collectors 
busy for some time. The stamps 
were put on sale at the Agency on 
October 21st. 





Defense Stamps Printed 
On Cellophane Are Found 


P. B. Digby, editor of a stamp 
column in one of the Pittsburgh 
newspapers reports the finding of 
a new cellophane variety of the 
Defense Stamps. When stamps 
are printed from rolls on the big 
rotary presses at Washington, a 
breaking of the paper makes it 
necessary to paste the sheets to- 
gether to again get it going 
through the presses, also when 
putting on a fresh roll, thie paper 
is pasted to the tail end of the 
roll that has been in the press 
and started through so that the 
entire roll will not have to be 
rethreaded through the intricate 
machine. This same process is 
followed on large newspapers 
where roll news print is used, 

Heretofore it has been the cus- 
tom to lap the paper and _ paste 
it together. When this portion 
comes out printed, the sheets are 
supposed to be torn up and de- 
stroyed. Sometimes these are 
overlooked and we have what are 
known as_ stamps on _ double 
paper. The new way at the Bur- 
eau is to tape the sheets to- 
gether with scotch tape, that 
sticky cellophane product that 
defies you to remove it when 
stuck down. 

It now appears that some 
stamps printed over this scotch 
tape have been found and the art- 
icle by Mr. Digby pictures a 
block of the 1c and a block of 
the 3c Defense in which scotch 
tape covers the upper half of the 
two top stamps and has _ been 
printed with the stamp design. 

We have seen air mail labels on 
this cellulose preduct which 
stand soaking and washing in 
water and still retain their col- 
ors. We hope that the use of 
scotch tape for postage stamps 
does not become a habit with the

Airmail Parcels To 
Be Inspected Before 
Shipment On Planes 





The Postoffice -Department ‘is- 
sued orders on* October 24, that 
henceforth all airmail parcels 
must be inspected by postal em- 
ployees when accepting same for 
transportation on planes. This ap- 
plies to packages and parcels of 
any nature but does not cover 
letters in ordinary envelopes.
